Differ

For several years I have been in- 
terested in the growing disparities 
in assessment practice between the 
several counties of our state. In the 
late 1930’s the state Board of Equal- 
ization required a number of coun- 
ties to adjust their valuations in 
order that all counties assess on the 
same general basis in relation to 
actual value. The official ratio of 
assessed value to actual is 50 per 
cent. 


For well over 10 years there has 
been no state action on equalization, 
during which time the dollar has 
lost much of its prewar value, and 
the assessors of the various coun- 
ties have each reacted to this situa- 
tion im such manner as his philos- 
ophy has dictated. 

In some counties, our own in- 
cluded, property is valued in terms 
of prewar dollars. In others there 
have been overall increases of vari- 
ous magnitudes. 
SCHOOL AID 

Because several types of state aid 
to schools are b2sed upon the basis 
of assessment, as also is the amount 
of bonds which a school district may 


issue, school interests have been 
working in recent years for equal- |’ 


ized assessments and a more realist- 
ic assessment basis. 

They succeeded in gettine such 
a bill 4dopted by the Legislature 
two years ago, which was to be- 
come effective this year. 


However, in the course of the 


adoption, special interests tagged on 
numerous amendments which tend- 
ed to vitiate its purpose, but only 
after passege did it become gen- 
erally recognized that all it would 
accemplish would be a reduction in 
the tax load carried by public util- 
ity companies. Accordingly, the ef- 


poned for another two years by the 
1951 Legislature just before it ad- 
journed. 
UTILITY SHARE: 

Operating properties of public 
utility compamies are assessed by 
the Board of Equalization on a 50 


per: cent basis. All other property is | 


assessed by county assessors. Then 
local tax rates are applied alike to 
both. 

If, as is the case, ceunty assess- 
ors have been assessing on a 
lower basis than the Board of 
Equalization, the utilities have 
been paying mere than their share 
of property taxes. 


Prior to the time the Governor: 


signed the postponing bill, the 
Board of Equalization under the 
1949 act published the ratios at 
which they determined the county 
assessors were assessing property 
in their respective counties. 

Although no action was taken to 
equalize the various’ counties, we 
can now see jus#how much dispar- 
ity there is. I had talked with the 
_assessors, (or ‘their deputies) in 
eight counties in an attempt to esti- 
mate just what kasis they were us- 
ing. 


I was pleased to find that the 


state board’s ratios roughly bore 
out. what I was told in these coun- 
ties. In general, the state board’s 
ratios (it seems to me) are based on 
9. “real value” somewhat under cur- 
rent’ nYarket values.

Thus, when you compare a tax 
rate in Santa Clara county with 
one in San Mateo county, you 
must recognize that because prop- 
erty is assessed about 35 per cent 
higher there than here (39 per 
cent basis against 29 per cent) 
that. a $1.35 rate here costs the 
owner of a home of equal value no 
more in taxes than a $1.00 rate 
there. 


Because these ratios have now 
been established officially, I will be 
able to present in-another month 
or so a comparison of tax rates in 
cities outside of San’ Mateo county 
‘with that of “Ménlo Park. 

It has been many ‘years since the 
overall rate in Menlo Park could be 
compared with that in Palo. is 
for: instance.
